Morrison Training School, establish- 
ed in 1925, is a Correctional Institution 
to aid delinquent boys. It's curriculum 
is set up on a basis where one attends 
school for four hours and partakes of a 
vocation for a period of four hours, 


At Morrison, a boy is kept under 
strict discipline. He is at no time to 
feel alone and unaided, There are coun- 
selors who will gladly discuss ‘any ques 
tion or problem which may be raised. A 


‘counselor is to fill the part of the boys’ 


father. He gives advice and is usually 
confided in. 


It is seen to that one is in school 
on every school day. There he is tutored 
by patient teachers, who will take time 
out to teach him the fundamentals that he 
might have missed in the rapidly moving 
classes at home, 


One is taught a vocation in the 
event that he may not complete his edu- 
cation and he will have some means of 
support. He may be taught one of various’ 
trades. mong these are: Industrial Arts, 
Barbering, Arts and Crafts, Auto Mechanics. 
Shoe Repairing, and Maintenance. He may 
also engage in laundering, dairying, 
farming, poultry or canning or cooking, 


Whatever his home conditions might 
have been, he is placed in a situation 
where he is exposed to a Christian life 
with various forms of wholesome recrea* 
tion. He is taught to understand himself 
and to get along with others. He may par- 
ticipate in the Drill Team, Glee Club, 
Scouts, Dramatics or Sports.

We ran across a very interesting 
article in our Shoe Service Magazine 
concerning shoe repairing in Cuba. We 
thought we would pass a few of the high- 

lights on to you. 


The scarcity of footwear in Cuba is 
so critical the government is sending 
brigades of shoe repairmen to the coun- 
tryside. They patch the worker's shoes 
as they work in the cane fields, 


New heels and soles are made from 
old automobile tires, the main ingre- 
dient used by the brigades in their work. 


The project means "Voluntary" work 
on weekends for some 50 Cubans employed 
in the few shoe repair shops that still 
The men are recrui- 
ted into different voluntary brigades 
and sent to a different state farm each 
week, ; 
Since Castro came into power, shoe 
production has been on the decline, 
Production fell from 20 million pairs 
in 1958 to 9 million pairs in 196. 
Their goal is set for le million pairs 
this year. It has been reported that 
several thousand Cuban workers have 
been with rags and gummy socks wrapped 
around their feet to take the place of 
shoes.

We have done this Vathaive 
stored plenty of hay, provided the cows 
with adequate dry warm bedding, and we 
are in the process of getting the water 
tank equipped with water heaters in or- 
der that cows can have plenty of dry 
warm water, 


The things mentioned above together 
with tender greens, winter pastures and 
ensilage are essential to maintain a high 
level of production during this period, 


We hope to be gaining in milk pro- 
duction by the end of December at which 
time our dry cows will become fresh, 


The herd average at present is 12,275 
pounds of milk with 453 pounds of fat. 
Our goal is 13,000 pounds of milk and 
500 pounds of fat,

1955 - 1965 


Mr, Blaine M, Madison Commissioner 
of Correction has served the state of 
North Carolina faithfully and success= 
fully for the past ten years, 


The Correctional Program has ex- 
panded from five to eight schools, each 
doing its specific job, but sharing and 
helping with the entire Correctional 
Program of the state, but has found . 
time to have membership in a number of 
National Organizations, Recently he was 
elected President of the National Asso- 
Cietion of Training Schools and Juvenile 
Agencies..Mr, Madison is a community 
worker, He teaches Sunday School every 
Sunday, and is a lay Minister in the 
Methodist Church. He holds membership 
in numerous community organizations 
and is very enthusiastic about meeting 
his obligations in each one. 


He is often busy contacting friends 
in the Legislature to get needed funds 
for the correctional schools, 


At Morrison, during his first 
biennial, the Legislature appropriated 
the money for two new cottages to house 
75 boys. In August of 1958 the founda+ 
tions were poured for these two new 
buildings and in 1959 these two cottages 
were occupied by 73 boys and five 
Cottage parents. During the biennium 
two staff cottages, a laying house, swine 
farrowing barn, and a greenhouse were 
built. The laundry was completely re- 


~novated with a new high pressure boiler 
@nd two utility pressures. 


Two new staff houses were completed 


during the biennium of 1962 - 1964,

During 1965 — 1966 two cottages for 
students, a new launiry,(the old_one 
destroyed by fire) and an addition to the 
infirmary are under construction,

Before chicks arrive, the brooder 
house should be thoroughly cleaned and 
disinfected. A room temperature 65 - 70 
degrees is fully adequate for brooding 
chicks. Fresh water should be supplied 
at all times,

The Multiple Responsibility Function of the Farm Program 
Blaine M, Madison 
at the

Thank you, Superintendent Mitchell, for that very kind and generous and lengthy 
introduction, I am indebted to you for that, and I appreciate it, 


Mr, Chairman, and ladies and gentlemen: 


Mrs, Brown in her very worshipful invocation prayed concerning the harvest 
season, the time when we give thanks, I want to begin today by expressing my 
appreciation to all of you for the very effective work you do as members of the 
perscnnel; anc as staff members of the Board of Juvenile Correction. Let me say 
what I frequently say that your work is appreciated, I appreciate it, I am sure 
that your colleagues appreciate it, and I am sure the Board does and the people of 
the state do, So let me for all of the people say thank you for what you do. 


I have a brother who is a minister, I have a double first cousin who is a 
minister, and I came from a family with a long background of ministers, I used to 
think it would be wonderful to be the pastor of a church and be associated with a 
flock and knew their intcrest, to know the members of the congregation anc know 
something of their ambitions, know something of their problems ani something of their 
assets, I have come to the conclusion that there is no position that affords a 
better opportunity for that sort of thing than the position I have and perhaps for 
the position that each of us has. I think in our agency we have what has been 
frequently termed as a family operation. When we work together as a family and we 
work together as a team, I have a great deal of personal satisfaction in being 
associated with you in this enterprise of Juvenile Correction in North Carolina. 


Mr, Dillon, Chairman of our Board, sent me a copy of a letter, I received it 
just before I left the office at 11:00 to come here, that he had just received from 
the Governor, The Governor didn't even send me a copy of the letter, The Governor 
said to Mr, Dillon, "I want to commend the Board and the staff for what you folks 
have done during the past year. I am proud of what you have done, and I appreciate 
what you have done, What you have cone in your department is an example of what 
makes it possible for me tc mke some of the emphases I do in making recommencations 
to the next General Assembly," That made our Chairman feel good. It makes me feel 
good. Sometime I hope to pass on to you verbatim what the Governor said in that 
letter. Let me say at the begining cf this talk that I am grateful for what every- 
body does. We have a good team, I think if we sct any one majcr achievement with 
which I have been associated with, it would be our growing staff development -- 
the people that we have in our department. I am grateful and appreciative for this 
opportunity. I want all of you to know that when we come together for a meeting like 
this, and we are talking about one particular discipline, that the work that you do 
in this particular department is appreciated, and so I want to express my apprecia- 
tion to Mr. Cameron, who is our Farm Director, and I think does an outstanding job. 
When we requested the position for Farm Director, I told the Advisory Budget 
Commission that a Farm Director in our department woule do enough work and do enough 
refinement in our program, a trained and experienced person, to pay his salary and 
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I think if we will examine our Annual Farm Report, which wos issued a few weeks ALO, 
we will see how true it is. We have over one third of a2 million dollars in Farm 
production this yeer, end Mr. Cameron is the person who is the co-ordinetor of that. 
I want to thenk our superintendents for the support they give and the help they give 
to our agriculturel efforts. The Farm Superintendents, I heve known most of them 
some time, Mr. Davenport, who is our host in a sense todey, at least the Fam 
Superintendent host, has been with us et Morrison a2 good while and has been of great 
value, I think he does a good job. We had more Coastal Bermuda Hay than we cculd 
use, We had a surplus. Thet is something here in this sandy scil to have a surplus 
of gcod hay. Some we had to get rid of because we cculdn't use it, I think Mr. 
Davenport is deing a good job. Mr. Query at Jackson who was with the Program when 
I came with Juvenile Correction. Mr. Murphy down at Dobbs Farm, a small operation, 
but getting on with it. And Mr. Heles. JI remember when Mr. Hales came into the 
office, He scratched his hecd and seid he was locking around for a job. We have 
been happy he came by lcoking for a job. He does a good job at Leonard Training 
School. Also, Mr. Reese end Mr. Garrison and all of our people who have contributed 
to this on-going program, let me say we are grateful to you. 


I want to telk for a few minutes today on this subject--The Multiple 
Responsibility Function--I want to emphasize thet title because the title itself 
Says scmething. The Multiple Responsi*ility Function. If you turn thet around a 
little bit and say the Multiple Function Responsibility it would be different. We 
all know we have Multiple Functions, but I went to emphasize the Multiple Respon- 
sibility Function end not the Multiple Function Responsibility. There is a 
substantial difference between Multiple Responsibility Function and Multiple Function 
Responsibility. Sc let me tocay emphasize The Multiple Responsibility Function cf 
the Farm Program. 


leadership in the United States acrcas the years has come fran the Farm, I was 
thinking about that es I drove down by myself, If you go back through the distin- 
guished leaders of the United Stetes, this great n-tion--the land of the free and 
the home of the brave--you will find thet a large majority cf the distinguished 
leaders of this neticon have come from the Farm. Go back through the history of it, 
end you will see how true thet is. Of ccurse, traditionally, we have been an 
agricultural nation, That is not true like it used to be, but the leadership has 
come from the Farm. The very prcgram that we have met here today to emphasize, and 
engage in a workshop to improve cur skills. Our leadership has come from the farm. 


Thanksgiving Day, Mrs. Brcwn, coming back to ycur invecetion, Thanksgiving Day 
was founded by Farmers. The Farmers founded Thanksgiving Day as o day set aside to 
give thanks for what hed been produced on the Farm, One of the great holidays cf 
this greet nation, I want to emphasize in the beginning today that the Farm Program 
as far es I am concerned represents ¢ treetment discipline. By and large when you 
go tc some professional meetings, the Farm Program does not get much attention as 
these of you wh go to institutes, conferences, and ccnventions know. I am convinced 
that it is not necessary fcr a Farm Program nct to be looked upon as a treatment 
discipline, I think the farm ought to be a tccl in our hands for treatment just es 
the library is a tcol in cur hands, and just es the social work program is a tool in 
our hands, and just «s the clessroom is a tocl in our hands, and just as the recre-~ 
ation rcom in the cottage or the gymnasium is a tool in our hands, or the recreation 
field is a tool in our hands. It is a tool in cur hands to do a better job. IJ am 
convinced we can do a better jcb in Nerth Carolina end Juvenile Correction because 
we have a Farm Program. I em convinced of thet. In order to make it function like 
it should, te function and meet its multiple responsibility role, it must be lcoked 
upon as a discipline. It must be lcoked upon as a treatment discipline, and I have 
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the idea that one cf the reesons that farms in the institutions serving delinquent 
youth ecross the netion fell into a bit of disrepute is because we failed, the 
edministretion failed, to keep them es treatment disciplines and used them for scme- 
thing else. So lcng, my friends, as we keep the farms in our agency es a treatment 
discipline, the farms are all right. Once we let them deviate from that responsi- 
bility, once we let them go away from that responsibility, detour from that 
responsibility, then they become vulnerable. There are even people in Nerth Carolina 
who think we should not heve farms. We had a battle to fight to hold on. I think it 
is because people did not understand thet it is part cf the treatment process, and 
we have to make it pert of the treatment process, I think everyone associated with 
the farm program must give thet emphasis when pecple visit on the ferm. It makes no 
diffe:ence whe it is. I think those cf us in contact with the visitors, makes no 
difference who they may be, we heve to assume it is our responsibility to let the 
pecple visiting with us know thet the farm program is part of the treatment process, 
that we are not here only to lcck after enimels end cr.ps. We are here to look after 
boys. The animals and crops and farms are the tools with which we get to the program 
for boys and girls. So we need to keep before the pecple with whom we ere ccmmuni- 
cating the fact that the farm effort is © treatment process, and that we need to be 
boosters of the program and not knockers of the program, Somebody was telling ebout 
this mother, and Senta Claus brought the little boy in the home, the three year old 
boy in the home, a hammer for Christmas. He took thet hammer and went around 
knocking on everything in the hcuse. He knocked on the furniture. He knocked on 

the piano. She knew thet it would never do to let him tear up all the furniture, sc 
she went tc the store and bought him a hern, and then she turned a knocker into a 
tcoter. You know, it is easier to be somebody te blow your own horn for what we are 
doing than for somebedy always knocking what we ere doing. Icrd knows we have 

enough problems without kncecking ourselves, 


I think we have in our agricultural pursuits scme opportunities thet some of 
the cther disciplines dcn't have. You know, the greatest essay in American Litera- 
ture wos Emerson's essay on Compensation, The Farm Program has many things that no 
other discipline in our department has. People are born with an innate love of 
nature. They love nature, and they love farm life, and they like to be associated 
with nature, Most people are bern with a desire to be associated with animal life. 
The horse shows are among the most populer shows in the country now. Some of the 
greatest literature we heve ever known was liter-ture related to rural end farm life. 
"When the frost is on the pumpkin end the fodder's in the shock and you heer the 
halleluiah of the strutting turkey cock." Great literature has been associated with 
farm life end country life and rural life. "The melancholy days have come, saddest 
of the year with wheling winds and naked woods and meadows, Deep in the hollow of 
the weods the autumn leeves lie dead. They hustle to the autumn gusts and to the 
rabbits trail, The robine end the wrenns have flown and from the shrubs the jay. 
Ore the wecdtop calls the crow through the gloomy day." 


People heve always loved the farm, and the farm hes many assets that some of 
our other disciplines don't have. The social worker sits across the desk and talks 
with the student, counsels with the student. This is a wonderful opportunity, but 
our farm people have the opportunity to be out in the open air and in the sunshine 
with the student. There ere many assets in the Ferm Program end I heave the idea, 
ladies and gentlemen, that work on the farm should be an enjoyable experience tor 
our students. I think they ought to have an experience on the farm that they would 
enjoy, that they would want to be on the farm, That they wovid love to be on the 
farm. I think we cught to be able to help students identify with plant life. We 
ought to help students identify with animal life, with the calves, the pigs, and the 
chickens, the plants and the birds, the watermelons, We ought to be able to identify 
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joyfully and pleasantly with that scrt of experience so they will remember the farm 
opportunity es a pleasant experience, 


I was in one of the superintendent's cffices the other day, and the mail had 
just come in, and the superintendent showed me some Christmas cards that had just 
come in from fcrmer students. I thought that was one cf the greatest compliments 
thet could come to that person, that former students would send Christmas cards. 
He handed me some of these cards with notes written on the cards, things that the 
students remembered while they were in the school. It is a wonderful tribute. We 
ete a wonderful opportunity to help children have an enjoyable experience on the 

arm. 


Guides end Goals, which is published by the Children's Bureau of the Department 
of Health, Education, and Welfare, has one whole section devoted to Forestry Camps, 
but you know, if you read over the objectives of the Forestry Camps, we can do almost 
every single thing on the farm, we can do almcst every single thing on the farm that 
is listed under the objectives of a Forestry Camp. So our farms in reality combine 
and copsclidate the opportunities thet are est in Guides and Goals for Forestry Camps, 
We have telked about the advisability of establishing Forestry Camps in North Carolina. 
The consensus seems to be at this time. that we are able now to do on our own farms 
what Forestry Camps are supposed to do. So we think that we have a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to do the things on our farms that the Forestry Camps are doing in other states 
that do not have farms associated with their schools. So we have a great opportunity. 


There is a chain cof Outdoor Life Schools, I think that is the name cf then. They 
are building one in Burke County, just west cf Morganton... I haw a catalog of them 
on my desk, This catalog sets forth advantages cf being in what they call an outdoor 
school, and you kncw, the things they do are not equalled in the schools, in the dis- 
cussion of the schcol, in the literature of the schools, they are net equipped to do 
the things we are equipped tc do on our farms. They talk about being associated with 
lakes and streams, They talk about being associated with fresh air. But those schools 
de not have the animal life that we heve on our own farms. We can go far beyond in 
our farm program whet these specialized schocls can do. They are working on one right 
now in Burke County. I hcpe it succeeds, I think it has potential, real potential, 
but it does not heve in my judgment some of the assets that we have on our own farms. 
So the responsibility of the farm effort is immeasurable. We heve multiple responsi- 
bility, First cf ell it must be a treatment discipline. We must be engaged in gcod 
farm practices. Being engaged in good farm practices enhances the opportunity of 
making it enjoyable. It enhences the opportunity of ma ing it a treatment discipline. 
So we need to be engeged in good ferm practices. If we are going to have a dairy, 
we ought to heve a good dairy. If we aren't going to have good dairy cattle, let's not 
have a dairy. But if we are going to have a dairy, let's have good dairy cattle. If 
we are going to have a swine herd, let's have a good one. If we are going to have a 
truck ercp, let's have a good one. Those are good farm agricultural practices thet 
enhance the oppertunities for treatment, that ehhence the learning content of the pro- 
gram. And certainly the program ought toprovide throughout a learning content. We 
ought to be engaged in good farm practices, ana then if we engage in good farm practices 
I think we will heve good quality products. I think we ought to have quality products. 
These sweet potatoes here on this table are gocd. I thought they were tasty. We need 
gcod quality products from the farm, and then my friends we ought to keep in mind all 
the other features of the school. 
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It Poet to write something on this page that is ae pee something 
that will go down in history, something that will be quoted down through the ages 
and cause people to be filled with wonder at the wisdom and insight of the writer's 
quotation. Something like "It is by education I learned to do by choice what other 
men do by the constraint of fear." Now that would be a good one, unfortunately; 
however, I cannot claim credit for this observation. It was made by the great phi- 
losopher, Aristotle, three hundred and thirty years before the birth of Christ. 


While I cannot claim credit for the statement, I can reflect upon it, and 
especially as it relates to our educational processes of today and for the years to 
come, Supposedly, man has been on the carth about twenty thousand years. Historians 
tell us thet all the knowledge that was accumulated by man up to the year 1900 was 
doubled by the year 1950. But this is not all; it is said that man had doubled his 
knowledge again by 1960. The period of time it will take a man to double his know- 
ledge will become shorter in years to come. 


So whet does all this have to do with the educational processes today. To begin 
with, it can easily be seen that there is a great deal more to be learned than was 
the cese fifty years ago. Further, it is common knowledge that a world-wide popu- 
lation explosion is being experienced. So, there are many more to learn the much 
greater amount of knowledge. There must be, of necessity, changes in our educational 
concepts and facilities to meet the changing needs of children of today and tomorrow. 


I am confident thet the market for knowledge will become increasingly 
competitive; that those who accumulate the greater smount of knowledge will be in 
even greater demand in the unemployment circles of business and industry. It is a 
challenge to all of us to provide the best possible educational programs and 
facilities in order that our children may be prepered for whatever faces them 
tomorrow.

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MR. MADISON'S SPEECH AT THE 
MAINTENANCE WORKSHOP HELD AT 
THE CAMERON MORRISON SCHOOL 
ON APRIL 21, 1967 


Mrs, Brown and Mr, Chairman, it is worth making a speech any time to get an 
introducticn like this and I thank you very much. I appreciate the nice introcuc- 
tion coming from Mrs, Brewn anc I appreciate the opportunity, Ladies anc Gentlemen, 
to meke a few brief comments at the Luncheon Meeting today. I regret that I was 
not able to be here for all of the Workshop, and I want to say to you that my ab- 
sence does not indicate a lack of interest, because I am interested in this phase 
of our responsihility. This is an important program, those of us who have the re- 
sponsibility of the operation of the plant have an important responsibility, and I 
want to.say the point of view of keeping the plant in good shape. 


I want to also take this opportunity to say a word to cur Director of Operation 
and Maintenance, Mr, McCaskill. Mr. McCaskill was in this position when I accepted 
my position anc during these years, I've never seen anybody, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
who was more willing to go where duty callec at any time than Mr. McCaskill. Some 
of us, I know, find it a little more difficult to get up and get going, but I've 
never known a2 single cccasion when Mr, McCaskill has not readily and gladly gone 
wherever duty called and I want to express my appreciation anc the appreciation of 
all cof us, I am sure, for the leadership Mr. McCaskill has provided in this impor- 
tant field. and to all of you in the division of Operation and Maintenance, I want 
to say thank you, because it is an important task and an important meeting today, 
this is an important areca of service. This is significant effort, and I want to 
thank you and congratulate you on the meeting today. Ladies and Gentlemen, in any 
sort of instituticnal life, there are three things that are important - the three 
fundamentals I think are first, the budget, you got to have a budget - secondly, 
personnel - and thirdly, facilities. Now we are concerned today with facilities, I 
could talk a long time about the budget, I could talk a long time about personnel, 
but we are concerned today with the facilities we have; and Ladies and Gentlemen, we 
have facilities. We have plants valued, in our department, at more than twenty,five 
million collars, anc I submit tc you that when the State turns over to us facilities 
valued in excess of twenty.five millicn dollars, that this group here today has an 
important responsibility, and I am sure that we realize the importance of cur re- 
sponsibility. Of ccurse, you knew much more about keeping a plant gcing, keeping 
facilities scing than I do, and I want you to know that I am not unaware of how in- 
portant it is to keep the facilities going. (I grew up on a farm and when I was a 
boy, certainly you ladies do not remember this, but maybe some of the men co). When 
I grew up on the farm my father would say: "Well, come boys, let's go grease the 
wagon", I don't know if ycu have ever put axle grease on a wagon cr not, and then 
in the winter time when the weather was rough and you couldn't get outside much, he 
would say: "Let's oil the harness", We would go cut to the barn and oil the leather 
harness. That was in those days when you had horses and mules and harnesses, in- 
steac of tractors. I've been taught from my youth up, that we should take care of 
what we've got, and when we get a piece of cquipment, we take care of it. When ycu 
get a wagon, you grease it, when you get a harness, you oil it, when you get a picce 
of equipment you labricate it. If ycu take care cf it, you can do a better jcb with 
it. I've been taught that. My father taught me that, and I am grateful to my fa- 
thor for teaching me that sort of thing. I still believe it's correct, 1 think 
every piece of equipment we have ought to be taken care of, 
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If it is supposed tc have cil, grease and lubrication, I think we ought to grease 
it and lubricate it, and do this at the time it needs ite 


When I was a child, my mother made homemade scap from ashes and lye, for doing 
the laundry. Now I know these women can't remember that. Mr. Seott and I remember, 
when you had homemade soap in order to carry out your work, I'm pointing out these 
things to say that we take whatever resources we have, whatever facilities we have, 
and get on with the job. I hope there will never ccme a time when we will say we 
can't do a job because we dcn't have the very newest and latest in facilitics, 


We're gaining ground without facilities. As Mr. Robertson remembers, anc some 
of the rest of you when we came into possessicn of the Juvenile Evaluation Center; 
it was not a new plant, but we said, "We are never going to say that we can't do a 
job because we don't have a new plant. We're never going to use that as an alibi, 
we're never going to use that as an excuse, we are going to take the plant and do a 
good job," and we have done that. I've never yet heard anybody say that wo can't 
do a good job because it is an cld plant. So, we are going to take our facilities,

better than his tocls." A carpenter is no better than his tools, and Ladics and 
Gentlemen, that is true, I'll bet any carpenter in this room will tell you that you 
can't saw a straight line with a dull saw, You can't mke a window frame with a 
dull saw, It is an impossibility. A carpenter is simply no better than his tocls 
that he has to work with. I'm using that to say, my friends, that an instituticn 
is no better than its facilities, an institution is no better than its plant, we've 
got to keep cur plant sharp, we've got to keep our plant in order, we've got to keep 
our plant in working condition,cr else we say again, a carpenter is no better than 
his tools, You can't saw a straight line without a sharp saw. We cannot run good 
institutions without the plant being in gocd condition. I'm happy to say that cur 
plants are improving. We've got them in better shape, we've addec our now bikid- 
ings and enlarged some. If I wantec to point out an example, I could point out this 
cafetcria. My first trip to Morrison, after I was appointed Commissioner, I céeme to 
this cafeteria. I went back to the Director of the Budget in Raleigh, and I saie 
I'm going to declare, in writing, that the cafeteria at Morriscn Training schoc] 4 
in a case of emergency. I'm going to ask for funds, from the ccntingency an! cmer- 
gency budget to build a new cafetcria or repair the old one. Mrs, brown, you were 
here then I know, and perhaps Superintendent Parker, in early 1956. Mr, Coltrane, 
Director of the Budget, said, "Well, I'll tell you, don't get ina hurry new, but, 
if you'll go ahead anc work out some plans for renovating the cafeteria anc not 
start talking about 'a state of emergency'", I'll help you get the funds this sum~ 
mer, apprepriated next winter during the legislature, to renovate the cafeteria," 

He did - and we got a pretty gcod cafeteria now, we are meeting terrazo floors, I 
think this is wonderful. We can come in here where the flcors cen be kept clean, 
neat and orderly, stainless steel serV¥ing counter, equipment Pa aue kitchen S90 we 

an de a job. The dining rcom flocr needs to be clean and it needs to Lock C.ean, 
Cleanliness - some wise person saic, is next to Gccliness, A clean facility is 
meaninful. I was talking to our ccnsultant here while we were cating, Sher, has 
had long years in this ficld, about the opportunities for training in this Reid for 
our students. It is a gocd field, a fielc that gets better every year. aie pee 
areca of maintenance, I want you to know, if there is any way in the ee that Arie 
support you, that I can help you, to make your work mcre effective, ope you Wi 
lect me know.

It was a privilege to attend an 
Institute on Development of Education 
Programs in Correctional Institutions 
on July 17 through the 28, 1967, on the 
campus of the University of Minnesota 
at St. Paul, This was aon exciting and 
informative Institute, Mr. Richard 
Clendenen, Professor of Criminal Law at 
the University of Minnesota selected a 
very knowledgeable group of men and 
women to serve on the faculty. Mrs, 
Beulah Comptcn, Professor of the School 
of Social Work, University of Minnesota 
and Dr, Frank Wood, Assistant Professor 
of the Department of Education and Psy- 
chology, University of Minnesota, work- 
ed untiringly in an effort to bring to 
us the best possible information on the 
Development of Education Programs in 
Correctional Institutions, These two 
Consultants worked with us daily for the 
entire period, 


Our first ficld trip was to the 
Youth Vocational Center, Rochester, 
Minnesota, This center came under the 
auspices of the Minnesota Department of 
Correction which composed a network of 
small institutions which served the 
special needs of juveniles for the state 
of Minnesota, 


The Youth Vocational Center was 
originally built for the Federal Govern- 
ment in 1954 as a part of a network of 
Early Warning Detection of Evening Air 
Craft, It housed the 808 Air Force Radar 
Base until 1956 when it was declared 
surplus and obselete, The physical 
structure of the Center was woefully 
inadequate inasmuch as it was construct- 
ed tc be used by the Air Force instead 
of as a Vocational Center for juvenile 
delinquents. However, the vocational 
classes in Auto Mechanics, Small Engine 
Repair and culinary arts were as refin- 
ed as any vocational classes I have ever 
seen, This school was patterned after 
the famous Highfield School in Highficld, 
New Jersey. The program was structured

The theme:"Tochniques and Skills necessary for Farm Personnel to be Effective 
in the Treatment Process and Treatment is Everybody's Business." 


Highlights 


Employees of the North Carolina Board of Juvenile Correction have one common 
product, and that is to provide through exposure of the various programs, valucs 
and strengths which will enable stucents to return to their community and live 
successfully. 


Employees should speak well of each other and of other departments. Employees 
should be supportive of their school and agency. 


If the school is to achieve a student centered treatment, certain principles 
must be followed by all staff members- no matter of what position he holds, 


1. Favorable student-cemployee relationship, 

2. Be a good example, 

3. Must demonstrate what a responsible caring adult is - show them your care, 

4. Provide a clear interpretation of limits which are set anc logical reasons 
for each, 

5 Accentuate the positive, 

6, Good organization is a must. 


In order for proper relationships to grow, there must be effective communica 
tion through: 


1. Allowing students to talk to you and verbalize their fears, anxietics, 
hopes, and aspirations, 


2. Listen to what students have to say. 
3. Being sincere and honest with students, 


In all phases of the school program, we must remember that treatment is every- 
body's business, We should strive to help the students by placing emphasis in the 
area that woulc help them toward better behavior, Once children begin to fulfill 
their needs,.their bchavior will improve, and they will probably become more re=- 
sponsible persons, 


A joint effort can give these children the chance they get. Let us work to- 
gether and not let them down, 


There is no perfect solution to the rehabitation and training of a child, What 
works for one will not work for another, Many times we be disappointed in our ability 
to reach a child, but the one thing that we should always have going for us - is the 
knowledge that we really tricec.

In order to be effective in the treatment process, it is necessary to prepare 
for receiving the students as well as for the job to be done, 


Too often a staff member approaches this area of work with production above as 
the objective, Production is important and vital, but a co-objective of greater 
status is the proper training and supervision of students. 


Discipline the child when needed and as soon as it is needed. If the child 
continues to get away with several petty things, he will continue to get into more 
trouble. A lot of problems can be nipped in the bud if measures are taken inmediate- 
ly upon the obvious actions of students rather than let them think they have 
gotten away with something. 


Personnel need to know their individual students, 


Personnel need to take special interest in students, his welfare, need to 
mantain good discipline anc group control, anc also need plenty of patience and 
common sense, 


Frequent and meaningful staff meetings should be held. 


A strong, adult masculine figure is perhaps reflected more from a farm setting 
than any other area, a figure which most students have already been ceprived. 


Remind the student of the requirements of obtaining a release, Then the 
student has a goal to work toward, 


It is a very fine saying that "all work anc no play makes Jack a cull boy." 
It is very rewarding to take boys on a bus ride, picnic, have pig barbecue, or 
just have wiener roast anc hot chocolate after a job has been well done, 


Impress upon the student the importance of a good working relationship with 
others. 


A good policy, we shculd keep in mind is never to ask a student to do some- 
thing we would not do ourselves, 


A student is impressed by 4 perscn who stays right with him - sometimes even 
pitching in to help do the job. 


A staff member who seeks out as much knowledge as possible about every part 
of the program is a desirable employee, 


Willingness to be flexible and cooperative with cther departments, with or 
without emergencies, contributes to the advancement of the total program. 


A tomato, Roma, was discussed, The roma tomato, properly cultiveted will yield 
better than 30 tons per acre in sandy soil. Leonard School experimented with the 
Roma tomato in 1967 and got a total yield of 15.9 tons for 4 acre,
